RMUun. Why They Ar« More Common 
Th»n They Wore V«Mir» Ago. 


Aii old resident of Northern Illinois 


states that a larger proportion ol per- 
sons fail in the business of farming at 
the present time than was the case 
when he first moved to the West. Most 
likely such is the fact. It is also likely 
that a larger proportion of those who 
engage in manufacturing and trade 
fail, or at least do not make any con- 
siderable amount of money in the busi- 
ness in which they engage. Farming, 
like tnule and manufacturing, has be- 
come complicated. To insure success 
in it rcc|uiie.s more skill, ability and 
knowledge tl>an were necessary forty 
years ago. The margin of profit in 
raising crops for the market by the em- 
plo}im-nt of hired labor is now very 
small. Tlie general use of machinery 
has resulted in lowering the price of 
nearly all farm products. Hand labor 
can not compete with machine labor on 
the- fai m any more successfully than it 
ran in the mine or manufactory. But 
agi leultural machinery is very costly, 
and lasts only a short time even if good 
cure is taken of H, which is not ordina- 
ul} done. Few manufacturers would 
iiiaku any money in using machines if 
they took as poor care of them as most 
Western fiirnu-is do of theirs 
Neither 


could manufactmcis make money by 
lining nmi'hines if they purchased them 
at the prices .mil on the terms farmers 
uie accustomed to.

farming— raising almost every thing 
needed for the support of the family- 
has been abandoned tor commercial 
farming— raising crops for the market 
and buying nearly every article needed 
on the place. It requires greater skill, 
more business talent and much larger 
capital and better judgment to insure 
luccess in commercial than in domes- 
tic farming. 
Farming in the North, 


up to the period of the civil war, was 
chiefly domestic farming. 
It did not 


involve many risks, and comparatively 
few who were temperate and industri- 
ous failed in it. It did not require a 
ikillful trader to get a living by do- 
mestic farming, as the sales and pur- 
chases were few. The more compli- 
cated the business of farming becomes 
the greater will be the skill, ability, 
judgment and capital required to con- 
duct it. In comparatively few men are 
all the qualifications of a good farmer 
and a successful trader combined. 
Something more than industry and a 
fair amount of knowledge of practical 
agriculture is wanted to insure success 
In commercial farming and meat pro- 
duction. It is likely that failures in 
farming will increase as the business 
becomes more complicated, and that 
many will be obliged to abandon it for 
an occupation that requires less execu- 
tive ability, or become farm laborers 
in the employ of others.— Chicago 
Times.

A Simple Meant of Improving the Ooutlltlon 


of Young Working-Women. 


The frugal, »elf-sustaining, proud 


poor, who form a large and important 
proportion of the 
community, are 


obliged, with scarcely an exception, to 
place their children, both boys and 
girls, at some lucrative employment at 
an early age. 
If they aie not obliged 


to do this from actual, immediate ne- 
cessity, they are constrained to so placa 
them in order to compass the highly 
commendable and Invariably needed 
provision for the legendary rainy day 
and for the time when they can no 
longer toil for the menus of support. 


Girls who leave school at from twelve 


to fourteen years of age to go to the 
box factory, the artificial-flower maker's 
or to learn stenography and type- 
wiitingiu order to fit themselves for 
office-work, going from their homes, as 
they must, during the very early morn- 
ing hours—fo* a number of months in 
the year even before itisyet light—and 
not returning until the evening, when 
both they and their mothers are weary, 
have no opportunity to learn even 
what their mothers could teach them 
(which would be at best but scant in- 
formation, having most of them in 
youth been 
placed 
much as their 


daughters are) of the duties which 
belong naturally to women. And so it 
transpires that these girls have no 
means of learning common household 
economy, thrift and order, with which 
one room can be made a place of torn- 
fort and cheer, and without which a 
mansion nuibt be but a dieury abiding- 
place 
A large number of these girls 


as they come into womanhood marry 
and become housekeepeis, with no idea 
whatever, in the very niitute of things, 
of the best way to accomplish thu thou- 
sand and one details of every-day 
living, each one of which aie as nnpoi- 
tmitasaie the seemingly insignificant 
bolts and pins of a great machine. Hovv- 
evergood the intention, howevei earnest 
the effort, such women must woik agamat 
the odds of ignorance for a long time- 
in fact, often until health and strength 
give way—befoie the} will Imv e learned 
fiom expei leuce to do indiffeiently 
well—und even then not without a 
great waste of time, eneigy and ma- 
Ituml—that which devolves upon them. 


In the Eastern cities those anxious 


for the alleviation, bettering ind eleva- 
tion of their kind have formed a series 
of classes throughout thoits portions of 
these cities where the homes of shop 
and factory girls are located, und in a 
pleasant, cheery room, lilted up for 
the purpose, have established a class 
one evening each week, where a com- 
petent tetichur gives instruction, in the 
tot m of bright, informal talks, as to 
the best way to do the simple, common 
things, upon the well-doing of which 
so m,uch of the comfort and good of 
life depends. For instance, instruction 
is given in the small mutter of how to 
build a lire properly without the use of 
the death-dealing coal-oil can, how to 
instko a broom last wt'll, and so on, up 
to what to do in case of accident. All 
tho.sc wise little economies of which 
the poor, who need them so much, are 
almost wholly ignorant, and 
which 


make the difference at the end of the 
year between comfort and something 
saved and desolate discomfort and un- 
paid accounts, 
are . taught. These 


classes have been a pronounced suc- 
cess where they have been organized. 
The girls, by questions and the closest 
attention, avail themselves of all the 
information offered, and seem fully to 
realize the practical value of it. There 
has yet been no work of this kind done 
anywhere. There certainly is a great 
field for such effort everywhere. 


Industrial education is laying a sure 


foundation for reform and great good 
in this direction in the more distant fu- 
ture but a movement which looks to 
the instruction of woiking-girls as 
they are now must meet the needs of 
the present and the near future.—An- 
toinette von Hoesen Wakeman, in Chi- 
cago Times.
